The cited art of record fails to teach an apparatus/a method for a monopole antenna 

comprising a radiating element mounted on an earth plane cup-shaped wherein the radiating 
element constitutes by a hollow element having a cup shape with external profile of the cup- 
shaped radiating element being given by the following equations: 

(t)=8 + 1.9 *t*Cos(t-l) 

z(t) = 2.5 + 12.5 Sin(t)/t 

with t being a number varying between 1.3 and 4.075 and coordinates (x(t),z(t)) representing 
points along the profile as defined in claims 1, 5 and 7.
